REPEAL.—tThe feature of the 
week is the promulgation by O'Con- 
acll of his repeal constitation for Ire- 
land, and his intended distribution o: 
ier representatives. [le will allow 
the Bishops to have seats in the louse 
of Lords, adding also the Romish bish- 
»ps. The repeal rent is evidently de- 
clining, and the monster meetings are 
oretty well worn out. The heads o! 
it are, that Ireland maintain allegiance 
to “Victorin, Queen. by undoubted 
right, and by hereditary descent, o' 
Ireland, and her heirs and successors 
for ever;” that the rivileges, heredi- 
tary and personal, of the Irish Peerage 
he preserved; that Ireland shall have 
« House of Commons of her own; that 
there be one hundred and seventy- 
three county, and one hundred and 
twenty-seven city and bo mem- 
hers; Dublin to have eight, Cork five, 
Limerick and Belfast three members 
each; that voting be by household suf 
frage, requiring six months residence 
in counties, “with the addition, in the 
towns, of married men, resident for 
twelve months, whether household or 
not;” that voting be by ballot; that 
the Monarch, or Regent of England 
de facto, be Monarch, or Regent of 
ireland de jure; and that “the connex- 
ion between Great Britain and Iréland, 
by means of the power, authority.and 
prerogatives of the Crown be perpet- 
ual, and incapable of or any 
severance or man- 
ifesto is signed by “Daniell (”Connell, 
Chairman of the Committee.”
